The streets through which I walked 


were pooily pn\ed and many ot them 
would have h*en consideiod unpa.ss, 
able by a careful chaufteur of a hiv 
urious automobile, but to the wear\ 
Russians they are still serving their 
purpose as nie.ins of communication 
between different pirts of the city. 


The houses too, In many parts of 


the city aie dilapidated. Some lean 
at crayy angles to the sidewalks All 
need paint, or mortar where the 
stones gape
